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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


——or—— 


DUBLIN, N. H., MARCH 1, 1889. 


At its last annual meeting, the district voted to raise and appro- 
priate $150 for seats and desks for school house No: 4, and neces- 
sary school furniture, maps, etc., for the school rooms in town. 
It was also voted to raise and appropriate $50 for building a shed 
and necessary grading at No. 4 school house. 

The seats and desks and a clock were purchased and placed in 
No. 4 schoolroom before the first school term commenced. But as 
the appropriation was not available till later in the season, and then 
only a part, till some of the schools had closed for the year, no 
further expenditure for the school rooms has been made from this 
appropriation. A shed of sufficient size to shelter two teams and 
the necessary amount of fuel, was erected at No. 4 school house. 
From the unexpended appropriation for repair of school houses, 
No. 1 school room was sheathed and painted overhead. No. 4 
school room received a necessary additional coat of outside paint. 
We recommend that the ceiling of No. 2 school room be suitably 
repaired; that No. 3 school house be re-clapboarded and painted 
outside, and necessary repairs, painting and papering be done in- 
side. Re-papering and painting will improve and make more pleas- 
ant, school rooms Nos. 1, 2 and 6. Repairs are also needed on the 
underpinning and doors of some of the school houses. : 

A term of ten weeks school was held in each of the school houses 
during the spring and summer. On account of the small number 
of scholars attending school No. 5, it was thought best to omit the 
school in that school house during the second term. Provision 
was made for scholars of that locality, in other schools. A saving 
in expense was made, but we have reason to believe that the ar- 
rangement was not generally satisfactory to the families concerned. 
A second term of twelve weeks school was held in four of the 
school houses. The school in No. 4 stopped at the end of the ninth 
week. The three weeks omitted, should be made up to the scholars 
of this school another year. 

All has not been realized that the school board aimed to accom- 
plish in our schools during the past year, but much successful good 
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work has been done. We feel the need of a higher standard for 
teachers. More teachers educated and trained for their work. 
There may be truth in the saying that ‘‘teachers are born, not 
made,” but that one born for the work can be made a much better 
teacher by a preparatory education and training, is as true of this 
vocation as in others. We believe that all the teachers employed 
during the past year, have labored. earnestly for the good of the 
scholars in charge, according to their several abilities. Obtaining 
a suitable boarding place within reasonable distance of the school 
house, is becoming a serious difficulty in some parts of the town. 
A man eminent in school work in one of our largest cities, says ‘‘the 
school cannot undertake a more direct and efficient training of the 
child for life in society, than it does by insisting on these four hab- 
its—regularity, punctuality, silence andindustry. The good school 
teaches these virtues.”” Except silence, all are as necessary in the 
teacher as in the pupil. It is important that teachers have a care- 
fully devised plan for the daily routine of school work. Recitations 
should not be allowed to exceed the time allotted, at the expense 
or omission of those following. This gives just cause for com- 
plaint, and loss of confidence in the teacher, without which; no 
school can accomplish fully the work it should do. 


SPECIAL REPORT. 


NGA: 

First term. More experience and familiarity with the lower 
branches required, would have been an advantage to the teacher. 
The school was harmonious. The ways and manner of the teacher 
won the kindly feelings of her scholars. At the closing examina- 
tion the school room was neat and orderly. We were pleased with 
the reading and pieces spoken. Improvement in other branches 
was apparent. 

Second term. There are many classes and frequent omission of 
the recitations of the older scholars, who accomplished a rather 
limited amount of work. Two or three of the boys, not the oldest, 
showed their lack of manliness, by giving the teacher reason to 
complain of their conduct. A large number of parents and friends 
were present at the closing examination. The improvement of the 
younger scholars was véry satisfactory. Prominent among other 
pleasing features of the school, was an interesting historical exer- 
cise relating to the life of Gen. Sheridan.

NO.. 2. 
- First term. The school progressed harmoniously under the calm, 
quiet instruction of the teacher. At the close, many parents and 
friends of the school were present. The school room, though need- 
ing repairs, presented a clean, attractive appearance. ‘The different 
exercises showed improvement on the part of the scholars, not only 


in studies pursued, but that the cultivation and refinement of the 
teacher had in other ways made its impression. 


Second term. <A teacher of large experience, thorough qualifi- 
cations and great energy in her school work. She was appreciated 
by scholars and parents of this school. The results were gratify- 
ing. A large number of parents and citizens were present at the 
close of the school. The scholars did themselves the credit of 
speaking in clear, distinct tones, and with the assurance of positive 
knowledge of the lesson recited. All the exersises were so good, 
and the improvement so apparent, that it seems out of place to 
mention a part as excelling others. Only one pane of glass was 
broken in the windows of the school buildings during this term. 
A large number of tardinesses. 


NO. 3. 


The teacher has earned the confidence of scholars and parents. 
A commendable interest is shown in this part of the town in their 
school. On the day the school closed, the school room presented a 
pleasing appearance, being tastefully decorated with flowers, 
plants and leaves. A good number of parents were in attendance. 
Scholars were prompt, earnest, and showed much interest in stud- 
ies. Reading and other recitations in distinct tones readily heard. 
Improvement good. 


Second term was under the instruction of the same teacher, 
making her sixth consecutive term in this school. In her report for 
the last year, she says ‘‘we have passed two very pleasant terms. 
The scholars have been, so far as manners and obedience goes, all 
any teacher could wish.” ‘The school was highly satisfactory. 


NO. 4. 


First term. This was the fifth term of the teacher’s work in this 
school. The memoranda of the closing examination made by a 
member of the school board who is not related to the teacher, was 
as follows: ‘‘A close inspection failed to discover a single blemish 
on the new school house. The courtesy and docility of the children 
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in attendance were entirely meritorious. Recitations uncommonly 
clear and correct. The specimens of maps on the capacious boards, 
have not, in our opinion, ever been surpassed in the town public 
schools. The record of this term is nearly as free from blemish as 
the new school house. Not a single instance of tardiness; only 
eight half-days absence; each of the twelve scholars meriting in the 
teacher’s opinion, the highest mark used, for deportment, and eight 
names mm the roll of honor, for the term. Parents have an earnest 
interest in their school, and the home influence is in the right di- 
rection.” 


Second term. After considerable difficulty in securing a teacher 
and boarding place, Miss Jessie Abbott, of Peterboro’, was engaged 
to instruct this school. At the close of the ninth week, her sister 
being very sick, Miss Abbott felt obliged to return to her home, 
and the school stopped without an examination. The school regis- 
ter shows no case of tardiness for this term. 


NO. 5. 


First and only term taught here during the year. Report by the 
same member of school board referred to in report of first term of 
No. 4: ‘The room had been recently papered, and was in perfect 
order; the teacher’s table being a symbol of order and system. 
Promptness and progress joined to make an exposition of satisfac- 
tory results. No ignorance of false modesty preyented the schol- 
ars from rendering their lessons in tones sufficiently loud and dis- 
tinct. The method of instruction was of the most useful matter- 
of-fact quality. The school opened with reading in the Testament 
and a pretty song. Only two tardinesses, which were caused by 
obstructions in the highway.” 


NO. 6. 


First term under the instruction of a teacher of much experience. 
Her labors for two or three weeks were not without anxiety in re- 
gard to the difficulty of obtaining a boarding place. This is a diffi- 
cult question connected with this school. At the close, we listened 
to interesting recitations in botany and geography. Compositions 
and declamations were good. Other exercises showed a general 
improvement. Three songs enlivened the occasion. 


Second term. The teacher had a long distance to walk to her 
boarding place. We listened to many recitations at the close of the 
school. The forenoon not proving long enough for the whole. 
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Reasonable progress in the different branches of study pursued, 
was apparent. Number of tardinesses for the year, less than last 
year, but room for more improvement in this direction. The 
amount of glass broken from the windows of the school buildings 
—not all perhaps during the past year—indicates carelessness, if 
not wantonness,

5. To determine how much money the town will raise to repair 
highways and bridges in the summer season, and the manner in 
which the same shall be expended. 


6. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of money not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars for the town library, or act anything 
in relation thereto. 


7. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of money not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars for the purpose of observing Decoration Day. 


8. To take the sense of the qualified voters, whether the altera- 
tions and amendments of the Constitution, proposed by the consti- 
tutional convention shall be approved. 


9. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of money not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, to provide a public watering trough 
on the street, or act anything relating thereto.
